Spiritual triumphs and legal de­ 
feats studded Thomas J. Mooney's 
22-year-flght for freedom. 
In those 22 years Tom Muoney 
became a "cause celebre” of mili­ 
tant labor throughout the world, 
un “International complication," a 
political issue, the subject of legis­ 
lative debate, the center of con­ 
gressional investigations, the im­ 
prisoned hero of muss meetings 
and the key figure in one of the 
moat remarkable legal records In 
American court history. 
Mooney, then a comparatively ob­ 
scure labor leader and agitator, was 
catapulted Into International prom­ 
inence by the explosion of a home­ 
made bomb July 22. 1916. 
Blast Killed 10 Persons 
The bomb burst behind a line of 
spectators as the Spanish-American 
war veterans passed Steuart and 
Market sts. in San Francisco's Pre­ 
paredness day parade. The explo­ 
sion killed IO persons, Injured 40 
and transformed the crowd Into a 
mob howling, “hang tho dog." 
W ithin five days Mooney; 
bls 
wife; Warren K. Billings, another 
labor m ilitant; Israel W einberg, a 
Jitney bus driver, and Edward F. 
Nolan, labor agitator, w ere arrest­ 
ed. All were charged with murder. 
They were tried separately, ex­ 
cept Nolan, who was not brought 
to trial. 
Billings was convicted but be­ 
cause of his youth—he was 22— 
was sentenced to Ufo im prison­ 
ment. Mooney was convicted and) 
sentenced to death. His wif* and 
Weinberg were acquitted. 
The varied verdicts from essen- 
Gally the same w itnesses’ testi­ 
mony and belated discovery the 
prosecution had photographs show­ 
ing the Mooneys a mile away from 
the scene of the bombing, Invigorat­ 
ed Mooney’s claim that he was 
framed by leaders of an open shop 
drive. 
Labor through the world took up 
Mooney's cry. Demonstrations bor­ 
dered on riots In Russia, already 
In the throes of a revolution 
President Woodrow Wilson ap­ 
pealed for clemency Iii the Inter­ 
est of International affairs. A presi­ 
dential commission recommended 
a new trial. One witness was tried 
for attempted subornation to per­ 
jury. District Attorney Charles M 
Flckert held his post in a recall 
election. 
Sentence Commuted To Life 
Finally, when the U. S. Supreme 
Court refused to act. Gov. W. D. 
Stephens commuted Mooney's sen­ 
tence to life imprisonment. 
Removed from the death cell, 
Mooney began a fight for exonera­ 
tion and freedom that carried his 
case back to the Supreme Court 
five times. He appealed to every 
court within legal reach, to five 
governors, to congress, the legisla­ 
ture. The Invariable answ er was 
"no." 
But Mooney never gave up hope 
He rejected all suggestions that he 
apply for a parol** and spilt with 
Billings wheu 
Billings sought a 
parole as the only means of free­ 
dom. Mooney felt that to request 
a parole would be an admission of 
guilt. 
Court records became so volum­ 
inous that their weight was count­ 
ed in tons. Still Mooney demanded 
that he be brought to trial on a 
murder Indictment r e m a i n i n g 
against him. He wanted a full trial 
and was sorely disappointed when 
the judge ordered a directed ver­ 
dict 
of acquittal. 
That 
was 
In 
March, 1933. 
In the meantime', one after an­ 
other of those aligned with his 
prosecution urged freedom for him. 
John McDonald, a key prosecution 
witness, repeatedly testified ho lied 
at the original trial. Six jurors ex­ 
pressed belief in Mooney’s Inno­ 
cence. The others were not locat­ 
ed 
Deathbed Confession Reportsd 
Judge Franklin Griffin, who pre­ 
sided at the trial, and Assistant 
Prosecutor Jam es F. Brennan urged 
a pardon. Estelle Smith, prosecu­ 
tion witness, said her testimony 
was false but later insisted it was 
correct. A deathbed confession of 
the bombing was reported. Police

in

preparing 
evidence against Mooney urged a 
pardon, but on© of them again 
changed his mind. 
Governors (not from California,) 
senators, representatives .md the 
California assembly recommended 
a pardon. 
Mooney had found time. between 
peeling potatoes in San Quentin 
prison, to keep alive th** fire* of 
his fight for freedom as a m artyr 
of labor. Lagt year—ho was a gar­ 
dener or hospital orderly—then he 
entered the political campaign from 
behind penitentiary walls and with 
letters and pamphlets urged the 
election of Culbert L. Olson. Demo­ 
cratic nominee, as governor.

A son of Mr. and .Mra. Joseph 
Henry, he spent most of his life­ 
time on a farm In Elkruo township 
not far from the Madison. St. Clair 
and Middleton township lines. 
In 
hts younger days he engaged large­ 
ly in aheep-raising. 
It was to Jo- 
siah Thompson that the wool from 
bls sheep was sold. 
H e rem em bers that the 12-mllg 
journey to E ast Liverpool required 
three hours. 
Then he and other 
farm ers who delivered wool to the 
Thompson store were often invited 
by the proprietor to have dinner 
a t bis home before starting on the 
return trip. 
H e recalls that Blackmore’a or­ 
chard stood along the northside of 
Sixth at. 
Many farmers in those 
days tied their horses to the fence, 
but Mr. Henry usually made use of 
a hitching rail behind the old Noah 
Frederick store In Second st. 
Mr. Henry also rem em bers tile 
num erous grist mills where grain 
was ground into meal along Bea­ 
ver creek. 
He often visited the 
Philander Gaston mill and occa­ 
sionally took his grain to m ills at 
Sprucevale and Fredericktown. H e 
rem em bers a mill in Elkrun town­ 
ship which was used as a polling 
place in elections. Between Elkton 
and Lisbon was the Rollers mill.
